OPENING STATEMENT OE HON. HENEY M. JACKSON, A U.S. SENATOR 
I FROM THE STATE OF WASHINGTON 

The purpose of today-s hearing is to receive testimony oii S, 1871, 
a bill I introduced on May 28. 1978, to expand and make permanent the 
Youth Conservation Corps. I have been joined by 16 of my colleagues 
iji (•os[)ons()ring t his incasuiv. 

S. 1871 expands the Youth Conservation Corps Act of 1972 .from 
its very modest and tem]:)orary status to a full-scale permanent youth 
and natural resources conservation program. It expands the existing 
Youth Conservation Cor])s program to provide employment for up 
to 1 50,000 young men and women eacli year, and also enables the States 
to benefit more fully tlirough a cost-sharing arrangement with the 
Federal Govei'nment for operation of the Youth Conservation Corps 
on State lands by State agencies. 

In February I960 I sponsored in Congress original legislation (S. 
1076) which became public law in 1970 and established a 8-year pilot 
Youtli Conservation Corps program for young men and women be- 
tween the ages of 15-18^ and from all social, economic, and racial 
backgrounds. During the first 2 years of operation. ai)in'()xiniately 
0,000 yonfclis were provided uTtli sumjuer jobs in the Youtli Consei'va- 
^tion Corps. Another 8,500 youths from all 50 States, the District of 
Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, and American Samoa 
will be employed this sunnner on lands administered by the Depart- 
ment o,f the Interior. ' 

Based upon the success of the first vear's program, last Congress, I 
introduced S. 24.54, a bill nearly identical to S. 1871. S. 2454 passed the 
Senate on May 28, 1072 and b'ecamc Public Law 92-597 late in 1972. 
Unfortunately Public Law 92-597 extended the Youth Conservation

Corps program only' through the siiinmer of 1974 and limited the au- 
thorization for appropriation to ^i\0 million. The nieasuro we arc hold- 
ing lioarings on (oday is dosianed to remedy the situation we now 
face — tlic Youth Conservation Corps program will die an untimely 
death in 1074 unless we act expeditiously* 

I should point out that tiie time I first held hearings on the Youth 
(Conservation Corps program, back in 1969, the administration wit- 
nesses from the Department of Lnbor, Department of Ineti-ior. De- 
partment of Agriculture as M-ell 'as the Office of Management and 
Bijdget and tlie Office of Economic Opportunity, all opposed enact- 
ment of my legislation. They argued tliat putting young people out in 
tlic field to do construction work was not a sufficient priority to warrant 
enactment of legislation at the time. They ,felt that the sununer was all 
too short a time period to accomplish anything meaningful. 

The success that this program has achieved has been attested to in 
independent evaluations conducted eacli ,year by the Institute of Social 
Research, of tlie Survey Research Center of the Univereity of Michi- 
gan. In their findings on last summer's program they indicate that 
])er(Tnt of all yontlis who pai'ticipated believed tliat their experi- 
ence was woithwhile, only 4 percent of those enrolled failed to com- 
plete the program. When you compare these statistics with other youth 
l)rogranis it is clear, tlnit the Youth Conservation Corps has been a 
tremendous success. But these are not the important figures. What 
did they learn ? What did they do that made their experience so worth- 
while? An evaluation of the, Youth Con,servation Corps by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan concludes that youth gains in environmental un- 
derstanding and awareness ^from their Youth Conservation Corps 
experience are equal to 1 full academic year of study in a normal high 
school setting, Tlirouj>;h their efforts last year, the 8,500 young people 
accomplished $2.7 million worth of improvements to pur natural re- 
sources. In the first 2 years of this program nearly every dollar we 
have appropriated has been returned to' us in the form of direct im- 
provements to our natural resources, 

I should point out that in the first summer and with little publicity, 
the Department of the Interior received over 80,000 applications for 
the 1,100 jobs that were available in the ]n*ogram thrJ^ summer. The 
other agency responsible for administering the program, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, received an average of 4d0*applications for every 
one position available in one region of the United States. 

Judging f\oiii tl)c program's success thus far, it 'is my hope that the 
administration will reevaluate their stand and support this legislation. 
This legislation when enacted will make the Youth Conservation Corps 
a permanent part of our national .scqiie. We must )ia\-e a pernument 
program, because there is a permanent need. It is apparent that tl:e 
problems of our environment, tlio need for clean air and water, and the 
need to develop and protect our natural resources are not going to dis- 
;tppear. Nor is the need of our young people going to disappear — ^a need 
for meaningful employment which provides them with the kind of 
knowledge and understanding which cannot be acliio>ved in a school 
room, but must be obtained through fii*st liand experience and work. 
Indeed these needs are going to becdme more acute as time progresses. 

The last point I wisb to make is that this program brings together 
young people tvom all social, economic, and racial backgrounds in a 
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common effort from which they take a\vay. a far better understanding 
of each other and themselves — a far better appreciation of what it 
means to be an American, to be a useful productive citizen, 

I direct that the bill. and departmental reports appear at this point 
in the record. \

2. (a) To carry out tlio purposes of this Aet, there is established in 
the Department of the Interior and the Ot^partmont of AKriculture a Vouth 
C'on^or ration Cori)S (hereinafter referred to sis the 'Corps'), The Cor])s shall 
consist of yonuff men and women who are permanent residents of the United 
Stat(»s. its territories, possessions, or trust territories, who have attained a;re 
fifteen hut have not attained age nineteen; and whom the Secretary of the 
Interior or the Secretary of Agrictultnre may employ without regard to the", 
civil serv4ce or classification law.s, rules or regulations, for the purpose of de- 
veloping, preserving, or maintaining the lands and waters of the United States.

Cori)s members shall be em])loyi»d on conservation jjrojects 
as near to tlu»ir ])hiees of n»sidene(.' as is feasihh». 

•*(c) The Secretary of the TntiM'ior and tin? Secretary of Aj^riciilture may 
contract with any i>ul)li(! aj^ency or or^^jini nation or any private* nonprofit a^'cucy 
or oj,M'anization which has be(»n in exist(»i:ce for at h»ast live years for tlie 
oi)eratiou of any Youth Conservation Corps project. 

*'GRjVNT PKOGKAM for state PROJI'XTS 

••Skc. 4. (a) The Secretary of the Interior and tlu» Secretary of A^'ricnltun* 
shall jointly establish a program under which grants. shall be niade to States 
to- assist them iii meeting the cost of propects for tin* einploynient of young men 
and women to ^levelop, preserve, and maintain non-Fod(;ral public lands and 
waters within the States. For purposes of thif> section, the term 'Statics' in- 
cludes the District of Columbia, the Comnuinwealth of Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Tshmds. Gmnn, the Trnst Territory of the Pacilic Islands, and American Sanu)n. 

"(b)(1) No grant may bo made undei'' this section nnle.ss an application 
therefor has be(Mi submitted to. and ai)i)roved by. the Secretary of the Interior 
and the Secretary of Agriculture. Such application shall be in such form, and 
submitted in such naunu^r. as the Secretari<»s shall jointly by relation i)re.scribe,

Ciiaiuman : Your Couimittee has reciuested the views of this Depart- 
ment (m 8. lt>71, a bill "To aiueiui the Vonlh ConaervatiOM Curp.s Act of 1972 
(.Public JiHW '.)2-597, 80 ytat. 1311) ) t(j expand aiul make pernuuient the Youth 
('onservation Corps, and for other i)uriHJi5e«." 

We recouuueiul against the enactment of tlii.s hill in its present fonu. 

JS. 1871 wtniLd amend the "Youth Gon.se rvation Corp.s" Act of 1072 to authorize 
an'juial appropriations in the amount of ^>150,000,000 for tlie "Youth Conservation 
d^orps" (Vc'O) established ^vitlun the L>ei)artments of the Interior and Agri- 
culture. It would further amend.the 1972 Ae,t by authorizuig the Secretaries of 
these two departments to estai)!isli johitly a' permanent i>rt)grani for grjiujts-in- 
aid to the States to assist them in the meeting of costs of projects conducted by 
YCC nieinlver.s within tii<jse States. S. 1871 would also autliorize the Secretaries 
to determine, with other Federal agencies, the areas under their jurisdietiou 
which. are appropriate for eoiuiucting i)rogram.s with YCC :nenibei*s, thus per- 
mitting work to be performed on all Kedtral lands as w.«U as those under the 
adminislrative Jurisdiction of the Interior and Agriculture Departments. 

The DeiJartmeJit of the Interior has been pleased witli the progress of the VCC 
pilot program the last two year.s. This .^uuuuer, -we arc Jointly operating, with 
tlie nepartment f)f Agriculture, 102 camps acccnnniodatiug over 3,500 young men 
ami Women froui all of the oO states, the District of Columbia, American Samoa,, 
the Virgin Ishinds, and Puerto Kico. Most of the.se camps, are residential and 
coeducational, * 

The progress f)f the program to date relates directly to the recognition by the 
(Vitigress that a well-i>Ianncd and deliberatcj api)roaeh was neces-sary in order 
to design and implement nn effective program at reasonable costs. Such an ap- 
proach was also necessary to overcome the inevitable administrative and opera- ( 
tional i)r()blems which will occur in any new program, and to evaluate the pro- 
gram from actual experienct;. A University of Michigan Institute for Social 
Re.search analysis indicates tJiat more ev.'ihiathjn is needed before a conii)re- 
hensive^ full scale YCC effort is considered. For example^ in its .-"aluatiou of the 
. 1{>72 Youth Conservation CoriJs, the University reconuneiuled that further re- 
search l)e coiuiucted on tlui length of eamp.s the residential nature of camps, the 
h}ng-range impact on and value of the program for Corps members, and the 
.siM»dal needs of American Indians and black youth "wiiich are not heijig n)et Ijy 
the YCC lu-ograni. The report also indicated that the edncatioual asiject of the- 
l)rogram needs additional a<hiu*instrative attention to assure that the YCC 
j)rograin is (►ffering a fully Integra tetl work-lenriung exporieuee. 

Tn view nf this cxperiencei*during the past tw*o years, and the need for further 
ox'ixM-ionce and evaluation, we do not i-econnuoud passage of tl)is proposed legis- 
lation at a: permanent annual funding level of $150,000,000. As vou know. Public 
Law 02-507 auth(u-ized J?CO.O0O,000 for the YCC program for the fiscal year end- 
ing .Tune 30. 1074. We believe that this existing law provides more than sufficient 
liscal llexihility for expnudhig the current program. We, therefore, recommend 
tliat future aulhori%ition levels ))e for "such sums as may ))e necessary", Howy 
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ever, if the Committee fcol.s that tliis propfrnm slionld be continued at tlie current 
level of $60,000,000. t\iv Dopartnu^nt would have no objection. 

In tb(! f]55cal year 1074 progrnni. fnndK will bo available for Statt» firants on :\ 
pilot basis. This now aspect deserves the .same carefnl study and dovolopiu erijb 
as was provided in the pilot YCC program. AecordinRly. wt» reconiincnd that thi^ 
State prant pro^'rain not be made ponnanent as contemplated in S. ISTl. bnt 
rather, bo continnod on a pilot basis. 

We believe that the iinniediat(» expansion of the cnrront propram to the annnal 
level pr(>posed in S. 1871 wr)nld seriously dilute the proj^nun ipiality iind e/eatt» 
administrative and oi)erationaI difficnlties. As a result. wi» would rnn tbi» ri.<k 
of failing to meet the lioi)es aiul (»xpoctati()ns of tlu* YCC- program^ its adminis- 
trators and the participatinj; yonn^f p(»ople. 

Also, we believe it is necessary to continue the evaluation of the pro^'m;m*s 
effectiveness. Tberofore, we believe* that the continuation of the program should 
be buspd on the recognition that: its level of funding and. for that uiatt*>r. its 
continued feasibility may change over time. Some of tlu» iiuestions wliicli we be- 
lieve merit continuing examination and consi<leration are. determining: (1) 
long term effects on knowledge, attitude, etc. of partioipants si^veral years after 
the fact; (2) inpst ofTective kinds, size, ami length of camps: i.'^) comparative 
effectiveness of the educational ai>i)e('ts of YCC: (4) the best i^vays to a.ssure 
objective approaches to educationnl parts of tlu^ program : f^) -what salary is 
required to obtain participation: (G) to what extent fan work done by YCC 
manpower bo limited to work which would otherwise be highest priority agenc.\ 
needs; and (7) what the costs of YCC work would bo if obtained by eustoniury 
means. 

We aiso believe that immediate expansion of the programjToitlie level proposed 
would be unwise for fiscal reasons. The **ntire FederaKgovernment is currently 
experiencing severe fiscal constraints. The inflationary pressures of the eeonomy 
together with the limited financial resources at our di.sposal dictate fiscal 
restraint. 

•For our i)ilot program to date, the University of ^Uchigan Institute for Social 
Research has evaluated the benefits which the participating youth have gained 
from the iirogrum in terms of environmental education, and in tlie social and 
cultural interaction among youth of all social, economic and racial groups. On 
the basis of that evaluation, we believe the Y'CC exiwrience has provided these 
young people with a new respect for our naturar'horitage and an awareness of 
their responsibilities as citizens of the United States. During its first two years 
the program has produced improvements on lands luuler the jurisdiction orthis 
Department valued at Jfi2,23S.OO0t, thus exceeding 74 percent of the cost of the 
program in terms of ai>propriated funds, 

ThQ Department of the Interior firndy believes in tlie need to conserve, pre- 
serve, and maintain our vast natural resources and to protect our environment 
for the future of our j'Oinig citizens. However, we also firmly bcdieve that the 
YCC prograiu nnist coincide witii, ()nr capabilities to conduct the program in an 
orderly manner consistent with other needs, future priorities and fiscal 
eonstraint.s'. « 

We believe that the funding level which has been requested for FY 1074 will 
enable us to maintain the quality of tlie program and provide meaningful work 
programs in which the youth can participate in the planning and designing and 
(routinned envinuimeutal education. 

The Office of Management and Budget has advi.sed that there is no objection to 
the presentation of this report from the standpoint of the Administration's 
program.

The Department iViirieuUnre reconnnends tluit J^. 1871 not be enacted iu its 
in*t»s^*nt fhrni. 

S, ISTl wcnild iintliorize the Secretaries of Affrioultnre and the Interior to 
esta)»lisli w Vontlj Conservation Corps .(YCC). Under the bill, yontli of both sexes 
bftweyn in and If) yearx of aj;o re])resontin^; all .soeial, eeonojnic, and raeial das- 
sillcatif)ns \v<nild be eli;;ible for etnpbiyment in the (\)rp.s. The bill would :ilso 
direct thei Secretaries to jointly cstiiljHslt a grant proj^rani (o assist tlio .States in 
establishitiii :ind operntin^ YCC pro^^ranis on non-Kcderal Innds luul waters with- 
in the States. 'L'hirty percent of the funds available under the bill would be pro- 
viiJed as ^'raiits to tin* States. Total approjjriations would not exceed .$150 million 
for cncli fiscal year. 

Til is sunjuier we will cnmi)lete tJje third and final year of the Youth Conserva- 
tion Con>s pilot prof?rani authorized by I'.L. Ol~S7S. Our evaUiations to date sIk^v 
Uiat this jiilot prfiirr:nn has been successful in terms <»f conservation work ac- 
compli shcfl. enviroumeutal learninj: and understanding achieved by C<u'ps mem- 
bers, and knowle(l?:e of the potential efTeetiveness of the proj:ram gained. In the 
past two sunnners the Departnieuts of Agric-ultiire and Iriterior have employed

bers were placed iii forest Service camps. Total funding for 1!>71 and 11)72 was 
%{\ niillion. while rbe total apprai.sed value of work accomplished by the Corps 
was J>4.4r>4.(M>0. Independent evaluation conductetl by the Institute of Social Rt^ 
search of tlie University of ilichigan concludes that iu 1!)72 youth gairis ih 
environmental knowlcclsfiffrom their YCC experience are npiu'oximatoly eipial to 
one full academic year of study in aiioruial high school setting. 

The University of Michigan analysi.^; also indicates that more evaluation is 
needed before w coniprehenKive. full scale YCC effort is c(msidercd. For example, 
in its evaluation of tlie 1072 Youth Conservation Corps, the Uufver.sity recom- 
mended that further research be conducted on the length and size of cainps, the 
residential nature of camps. tVp long-range iniimct on and value of the program 
for Corp.s' niember.s over a loj]ger S]>ectrnm of time, and the sjiecial needs of 
American Indian and black youth which are not being met by the YXC program.' 
The reiK>rt nlso indicated that the educationnl aspect of tlie program needs addi- 
tional adunuistrative attention to assure that the YCC program is offering u 
fully integrated work-learning experience. Otiier items whieh merit further re- 
finement are the valuatiftu of conservation work accouii)lished and methods of 
determining what this wf>rk would cost if other resources were used to ac- 
C()mpJjsh it. 

We do not believe that an expansion of the program to the $ir)0 million level 
as proposed in S. 1S71 is either realistic or desirable. The J?150 million authoriza- 
tion level ]!ar exceeds the cai>ubilities of the Dejiartments of Agriculture and the 
Interior to resi)onsibly and effectively administer the Youth Conservation Cc»ri)s. 

The pilot approach has permitted us to develop a sound aiul orderly l)ase for a 
Youth Conservation Corps program. To a large degree, we believe the high 
measure of success wliicli the program has achieved to date is the result of 
working at a ntanageable program level. We believe the most effective upproaeb 
to an expauded YCC would be a gradual phasing of program increases coupled 
with continued t)rograni evaluation. Tlie Pre.«;Ideut\s budget for fiscal year 1974 
reflects this philcjsophy in its request for $10 million for YCC: this represents 
an iiuu-ease of ^fPX: miUion above the funds pi*ogvanmicd for 1973. In the fiscal 
year 1074 ]>rogvam. funds will be av;i liable for State grants. This is a new aspect 
of the YCC program which deserves the same careful study and development as 
tl lat jJrovided the pilot Youth Conservation Coi'ps program. 

In view of the experience of the past two years and the need for further 
exi)erieuce and evaluation, we do not reconunend enactment of this legislation 
at a j)erniauent auuual funding level of $150 million. As you know. P.L. 92-597 
authorized -^fK) uulHon for the Youth Conservation Corps program for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 1974. We believe this legislation i)rovides more than suffi- 
cient fiscal flexibility for expanding the program. We therefore recommend that 
future authorization levels lie for "sncli sums as nuiy be iiecessiiry." However, if 
the Cf>mnu<'tee feels that this program should be continued at the current level 
of $(50 million, this Departuuuit would have no objection. 

We believe that tlie inniiediate expansion of the current program to the annual 
h'vel proposed in S. 1S71 would seriously dilute program (pmlity and create 
adniinistratlvo and operational difficulties. As a result, we wouUI run the risk

I 
strongly support this legislation and highly commend 
your initiative in securing the enactment of the 1970 
. law for the launching of this vital program, and of the 
1972 Act for its continuation on a pilot basis. 

A3 a cosponsor of S. 1871, I want to take this 
opportunity to explain my long-term interest in 
securing Federal support for programs to provide 
work experience opportunities for youth in community 
and area improvement — challenging work that can 
lead to a better physical and social environment^ and 
in which young people can gain valuable new job skill's. 

As you know, in 1957 X introduced legislation to create 
a youth conservation corps, which ultimately led to the 
establishment of the Job Corps with the enactment of the 
Economic Opportunity Act eight years later. The Job 
Corps has achieved excellent results in serving low- 
income young men and women, aged 14 to 21, who need 
further training, education, or counselling to secure 
meaningful employment and to pursue their education. 
Nevertheless, this program has suffered cutbacks under 
the present Administration. I am hopeful that the 
Administration will carry out the intent of my amend- 
ment to the latest continuing appropriations legislation, 
as expressed in the final conference report, that the 
level of funding for the Job Corps for Fiscal 1974 be 
^continued at $183.4 million.

The extensive first-hand knowledge I gained of young 
lives crippled by poverty, in the course of my work 
with governors and mayors while Vice President and 
chairman of the President's Council on Youth Opportunity, 
deeply impressed me witb the vital necessity for new 
initiaitives by the Federal Government in promoting 
work experience opportunities for the youth of America. 
Among such initiatives, which I outlined in testimony 
before the Senate Subcommittee on Employment, Manpower, 
and Poverty in April, 1971, and in a statement in the ' \ 
Senate on May 9, 1972, would be a substantial expansion 
of the Neighborhood Youth Corps programs to include 
the provision of 250,000 job opportunities for youth 
to be involved in work at a fair wage in essential 
projects of community improvement and public services.

These efforts and concerns explain my strong support 
for the Youth Conservation Corps' Act and for the present 
legislation to significantly expand its programs of 
demonstrated accomplishment. Impressive results include 
the fact that last year 3,500 young people accomplished 
$2.7 million worth of improvements to our natural 
resources . 

Among some 100 camps operated last stimmer were a pilot 
training program for about 20 youth at the Sherburne 
Wildlife Refuge, near at. Cloud, Minnesota, and another 
program at the- Chippewa Forest. The Sherburne project, 
under careful supervision, has provided . these young people 
with an excellent first-hand education in the basic 
principles of ecology and conservation. Videotapes of 
the YCC on the Sherburne Refuge, well known for its deer 
herds and flocks of Canada geese, .ftave been used in 
environmental education programs in schools around 
Minnesota. The enthusiasm of the young people both in ■ 
performing hard work and enjoying various recreation 
activities, has also been evident in a rate of applications 
far in excess of the number that can be accepted.

STATEMENT OF DOTTIE PERKS, GROUP LEADER, YOTTTH CONSER- 
VATION CORPS CAMP, HARPER'S FERRY, W. VA, 

Miss Pkhks. Senator Hatfield and distinguished members of the com- 
mittee, first, I >vaut to express my thanks for the oj^poitunity to express 
my feelings on the YCC. My fellow employees have helped me in 
developing my opening statements. 

As members of the Youth Conservation Corps, we have experienced

CONSERVATION CORPS, CATOCTIN MOUNTAIN NATIONAL PARK, 
MB. 

M\\ Mr.ituKxnoKDKK. Myvcxpei-ii-uces arc^ inoic |)c?'Sonjil. I hav<' hvoi\ 
iiivolvecl in tlie Catoctin YCC for about I weeks now. It has proven 
to hot ho most ^•a^uable ex[)LM'iiMie'e in my lifo. 

Coming from I^nltiinori*, 1 havi^ mot and booonio good frionds witli 
kidy of various baoki^roniids. Catortin's oxtonsivo nnjroational activi- 
tios, whirh aro phiiniod by thi> Corps mombors, havu lod us to sponsoj' 
an aHil(»ti<' tournament, and somo danuos witli noiij^hborijig YCC 
ramps. 

Hesidos havin<i>- fmu I have loarnod a lot as well. Pollution, ecology 
and eiivii'onnioiit ; tliese wei-e just things I ivad about in niagazim^s 
and obsoryod from the liiglnvay.

STATEMENT OF DAVID HOUSE, MEMBER, YOUTH CONSERVATION 
CORPS, CATOCTIN MOUNTAIN NATIONAL PARK, MD. 

.Air. ri{)UsK. Mine was more personal than Kichai%'s was. 
1 am, this yeai*, part of the Yoiith CoJiservation Corps operatijig out 
of ( -atoctiii Mountain National Park. In the statements and ideas that 
follow, 1 will express iny views on YCC, and what I have learned 
thi'ough the program so far this summer. 
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In YCC; the pi'ograin focuses on conservation and the preservation 
of onr natunil I'esonrces in ahnost ovei\ytliing ^ve do; work trips, ecol- 
o^y classt^s, and somotimes avev. reoi*eation. The point is stressed to 
))resei-ve whiit wo have now for tlie futnre genei'ations to enjoy. 

I, ))ei*sonal1y, liave l)eeoinc so involved in trying to meet tliis goal 
til at I am sometimes too ovei'oonfident. and feel like taking on all of the 
polluters in the world. 

Hut 1 think that all of tlie objectives of YCC have been fulfilled, 
or ai*e dose to being fulfilled in just the first 4 weeks that eamp has 
been operating. 

This is what makes YCC. m luy opinion, one of the gi*eatest pi^o- 
grains evei* devised. Tt puts youth and adults togetliei*, striving to ful- 
lill the objectives and purposes set up foi- thti YCC program. 

The pi*ogi*aiii sti'esses thnt we will or should develop self-discipline, 
self-dignity, a way to .i*elate bettei* witli peers and supei'iors. and to 
build lasting cultui'al and romunmication bridges ainojig youth from 
vai'ious backg]'onnds. ^ 

In otlier words, the coi'ps membei* will leai'ji to coi^itrol his oi* her 
emotions, both pliysically and mentally, will learn or has all ready 
leai'Jied to set aside all pi'ejudices, -wrong conclusiojis and ..hatreds he 
or she may have. 

By mentally blocking these ideas and by working and living with 
my fellow eoi*))^ membei'S, I have ovei'Conu^ any inoi-al blocks in my 
life. When J ovei'came these moral blocks, I started to lead a moi*e ful- 
filling and pleasurable life at camp, at home, and in the woi*lc] ai-ound 
uie. I think if it were iu)t for the YCC pi'ogi-ani. I would still pi'obably 
have these moral blocks. . ^ 

Also, the YCC pi'ogi'am hidings togethei- people fi'om botJ) rnral and 
city areas. With this type of cultural mingling, I liave obtained the 
attitudes of two completely dilfei'ent sets of people. 

By uniting these two sets of people in a joint activity, such as YCC, 
yon develop a whole new culture in itself, witli morals and attitudes 
being constructed oi* destroyed ; and the life of a corps member and the 
lives of the people around him oi' her will be inspired and become 
meaningful to theii* fullest extent. 

The past statement is wd\at I believe to be factual and to hold true 
to almost all corps members, bo,y oi* girl alike. 

For the reasons stated, I believe, and all corps members alike must 
believe, that YCC is tliQ most meaningful and fulfilling experience a 
youth or adult could have during his or her entire lifetime, and will 
probably help influence the lives of others.

STATEMENT OF JERRY McGEE, YOUTH LEADER, YOUTH CON- 
SEKVATION CORPS CAMP, PORT McCIELIAN, ALA. 

Mr. McGiiK. 1 would just like to say thanks to yon. Senator Hatfiekl, 
iin^ Senator Jackson and aii of these Senators for giving us, the young 
people, a chance to say something, and I really thiid\ that is the way 
it should he. 

My name is Jerry McGee, and I am from Talladega, Ala. 
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I was fortunate enough to be able to return as a youth leader at 
onr...canip. Tliis is niy seventli year. I would like to give a general 
pictui'Qof our camp. 

Wo do sonu» of tlie ligliter work tliat takes the load off the 'regidar 
Foi'ost Sci'vicc o.niployees, such as building trails. plantin|Dj trees, thin- 
ning out young trees, cleaning up garbage, painting, building benches, 
and planting grass; things like this. And we soit of enjoy the work 
becaust* it is not going down the drain; it is woithwhile. We believe 
it is worthwhile. 

We<fu;e- veiy happy because we consider ourselves to be fortunate 
because wo live — I guess wo are tl^c only ones who live on an Army 
l)a.se. Wo live at Fort McClellan, and we live in the barracks next to 
tho soldiors. 

Tt is a cood camp thi.s year ; the girls live in one barracks, and the boys 
in tho other one. Wo oat dinner in tho messliall. The soldiers — the 
connnandor, T guess, has oven made the theater and bowling alley, 
tho swinmn'ng pool and gymnasium available to us, 

r think wo will work better when wo have something to look for- 
wai'd to. and it keeps us in a happy mood, and jvo can get more work 
done. You cfui get more work done when you have something to look 
forward to. 

The Navy furnishes buses, for us to take trips on. They even fur- 
nished six foai'-whcol-drivc trucks foi* us, and I think the Army 
has been doinga groat job of helping us out. , 

T would like to say tliat our camp directors and our counselors, 
they arc doing a great job. They are even giving us more say-so; like, 
this year, they »evon tried to let us plan our education, some of it, 
anyway. 

In our camp, we decided we would like to have two classes a week 
and maybe a speaker, and maybe wo would like to take a trip out to 
some site in the forest. Wo submit this plan to the director, and he 
ti'ies to carry it out and nniko any changes he feels should be made. 

In the forest, thoi'c is a dam. 1 do not know how it happened— but 
some of the best things can happen — we had our director get the man 
who inspected the dam when it was being built. 

He even got that man to come and show us the lines that were put in 
after it was built, and the people in tho Ai'my actually furnished us a 
generator, and they even showed us slides out there on the dam while 
the sun was going down. Those are tho kind of things that happened 
to us. 

I could-.g-o on and on about the marvelous things that have hap- 
pened to me, but it would take such a long time. I really appreciate it. 
Thank you. ^ 
Senator Hatfield. Thank you very.nmch. 

I would like to observe that all of you have proven to be very articu- 
late, ]iot only in expressing your experiences or sharing experiences, 
but expressing conceptual views. And also you demonstrated a very 
I'aro commodity hei'o on Capitol Hill. You have been voiy brief and 
succinct. Thank you. I commend you for oxcollent tostinioiiy. 

I would like to come back to you for a question or two, Mr. McGeo. 
Would you describe for us where you live, and the typo of surrounding 
in whicli vou live, your usual day-to-day activities, what vour life is 
like? * * ' " ■ 
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Mr. McGee. I live in the nii'ji] jirea, juid right out across from my 
front yju'd T siv a luoiiiitaiii. It is piirt of tlie Talladcira Xatit)!ial 
Park, and I did not even know it was until i M'a.s in the Youth Con- 
servation Corps. 

Jt has a fire tower, and 1 did not even know why it was there until I 
got up there; and I heard abont the Youth Conservation Corps 
through my guidunce counselor at school. 

Senator TlATKii-rj). Have yon any job phins oi* definite i^huis about 
yonr future, and what you want to do as a career, uv the tyi^e of cur- 
ricnluni or edncational experience you wish to gain ? 

Mr. McGki:. Yes. I really like it. The AYeyerhaensivr AVood (^o., the}* 
gave some money to Tuskegee Institute, and 1 ai)plicd for a scholar- 
ship, and I was accepted at the eiul of August. 

Tlic YCC had a great deal to do witli my decision, because I really 
enjoyed the work, and I thought it was real wild. It is better than 
working at sometliing you do not believe in. 

You niiglit just do work and — you do not want to go back to work 
just because you know you have* to nn\ke a living. But this time you 
know you want to go back to woi'k because yon enjoy it. 

Senator ILvrFiKLO. Would I be.accurate in drawing a picture that 
through this experience in YCC you were not'only ex])Osed to new 
\-istas and new dimensions, ;tnd out of this experience it helped to 
formulate in your nund a future career, and that you are now hoping 
Co enter into a study program wliicl] will lead yon into the held or 
natural resource nnmagenient? Is this an accurate i)icture? 

Afr. McCiKii. Y^es, sir, T ln\d considered it before, but I really made- 
np my mind thi'ough tlu>. Youth Consei'vation Corps. 

Senator HATi-n-Ln. So, in eflect, thiough the use of a few dollars in 
this program, wc have, in you, a potential — as fai* as j)otential invest- 
ment, son\eone who is skilled and professionally trained to enter into 
the natural resource field, to really make a conti'ibntion to this Nation. 
Yon are a tremendous return on a small in\*estnient. 

Mr. McGek. Well, I do not know. 

Senator IT.vrriKrj). That is a i-hetorical iinestion. 

[Laughter.] 

Senatoi- TIatkikij). When you wen* desci'ibing this program. Miss 
Perks, and how you were invol\*ed in it, if I missed it, would you tell 
me of your initial contact; how did you beconie'acquainted with tliis^ 

In other words, what is the connnunication technique that brouglit 
all of you to 'this program particnlai'ly ? Was it adetpiutely exi)lained? 
Was it something that you had a thorough undei'standing of befoi-e 
you were actually involved ? 

Miss Pkuivs. Well, I became involved in the ])rogram in its initial 
year, and, to be quit(} frank with you, T canu\ into it\not knowing 
exactly wliat it was. And. like all new programs, in t}n\ very begin- 
ning, we were faced with a lot of lofty ideals and momentous work 
l)rojects. 

I would never have believed that we could have fini.shed tliem, or 
that ou)- ideals would becon^e a reality. I think we surprised a great 
many peo])le in what we actmilly accomi:>]is]ied,,and the.se ideals, soon 
tlu^y became just a part of your everyday life and your persomil atti- 
tudes and your awareness. Ami oni* program now. I think, is under- 
stood a great deal more than it was before. 
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Like my fellow witnesses, when you got YCO'ers together, you get 
a coiitiiiuous flow of feedback about the prograuK We were talking 
last night about the program in prc])aration for my visit here, and 
sonu» moss up in Salt Lakt'^ City: some people. ln\d not been getting 
their ])aychecks. 

Wo. taikc^l al^out tho idoa that wo novov really asHOciato. our pay- 
checks with our job. This is something that is a personal commitment 
to US. It is soniotliihng wo can do and work at. and fool proud that we 
have (lone it. 

And. tho money that wo got. small as it nniy bo, really does not 
have unich to do with it. Wo reallv do not want a pay increase because 
thou it would bocomo n money tlung, and wo really do not want that. 

(Langlit(u\] 

Senator Hatpield. I hope our staff is listening to you at this time. 

Do you purport to rej^resent a unanimous viewpoint of yoiu* group ? 
I think you have made'your point very well. T think yon have cer- 
tainly told us in a sense, in a very few words you have- given ns a value 
.system that yon subscribe to. 

Miss Pkrks. Yes, sir. 

Senator PIatfield. Mr. Hergenroeder, how did yon find out about 
the YCC? And, can you improve' on the comnnniication of this pro-, 
gram to interest people who are not aware or who have not responded? 

Mr. Hergknuokder. In the past 2 years, at Catoctin, they took all 
tlio kids f^•rtm Frodoi'ick roiinty : that is. tho county surrounding the 
park. 

I am from the city, and this is the first year they took kids from 
Baltimore City. So, the recnnting sy.stem there was' very poor. I -just 
happened by chance to get into it. I heard about it last year, previous 
to this summer, and I tried to get into it. bnt I was told that they were 
only recruiting from Frederick County because they only had a limited 
number of openings. 

So, it is an improvement, I would say. You really cannot publieize it 
a whole lot more unless you have a whole lot more openings for kids 
to get into it, because, you know, they woidd be competing against eaeli 
other, which is not too good sometimes. 

Senator Hatpjeld, Mr. ITouse, M'onld you estimate the number of 
yonr friends or j^onr acquaintances who would join this program if 
they had enough openings? Could yon give ris some kind of a ball 
park figure of how many miglit want to become a part if this was well 
commnnicnted and if we had the openings? 

Mr. HoiTSi':. I would say a good 05 percent of them. The kids I liave 
talked to, friends of mine, when I have gone home, they just jump 
on me with questions and everything, ^^How is it going,"' and every- 
tliing. 

The wa}' they talk, they are really interested in it, and I have even 
had sonie start asking nie, "Couldn't I get in still ?" and I said, "No. It 
is closed for the summer," and I said. "Try again next j^ear." 

Some of them did not know when recruiting was, and everything, 
because our schools are a little backward, and it was not openly an- 
'"nonnced that they were recruiting in that area, really. It just slid by, 
like. 

I was turned down last year beeause I was 15 days too young, and 
I knew \vhen it was coming up again this year, so I was just ready 
for it. 
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Senator Hatfield, Tliank you very much. 

I would like to turn the meeting over to Senator McClure for any 
questions he might have at this time. 

Senator McClurk. Thank you ^•ery much, Mr, Chairman. 

I liave been very much interested in your statements and responses 
to the questions. I might just note that one of tlie first programs of 
this nature was launclied 12 years ago in my home State of Idaho. 

I was in the Stat^ legislature at that time, and the program was a 
success, although an experimental program at the time outset. That 
experience led me to be a supporter of the j^rogram ever since. It has 
been talked about here in Washington. I am very much in favor of 
it. 

I think what we are seeking now are some of your experiences in 
aiding us in evaluating so >ve will know what to do in terms of con- 
tinuation, modification, expansion. 

I notice that each you has mentioned that you heard about it. Did 
you hear about it from friends, or did you , read about it, or what 
was your initial contact with the program? 

Miss Perks. My initial contact was through niy guidance counselor 
in my high school. I think that is where-'-our YCC has contracts 
with the board of education, and our staff is furnished by the board 
of education, and they kind of help us out jwith recruiting and with 
our staff members. 

This kind of works out real well because during the school year, 
they have close contact with the kids that will be involved; and 
through them niost of the enrollees find out. 

A lot of it depends on their friends, also. You get somebody who 
has a good thing, and it gets around. Then, people are seeking to find 
out about the YCC, 

Senator McCltjx{e. When did you first hear of it ? 

Mr, MgGke. Through my guidance counselor at school. 

Senator McCluue. At that school ? 

Mr. MoGee. Yes. 

Senatoi* McCluke. Both of you have been involved in it before, and 
you are now leaders. Was last year your first experience? Were both 
of you in the program last year ? i 

Mr, McGee. Last year was my first year. 

Senator McCvAnu:. How many weelvs were you involved last year? 
Mr. McGee. Eight weeks. 

Miss Perks. My first involvement came iii the summer of 1971, This 
is my second year of staffing. In all 3 years, the program was 8 weeks 
involvement. 

This year. Harper's Ferry has something new in order to provide 
a greater service to our national pai*ks. We have the program spread 
to 12 weeks ; 30 enrollees ever3' 12 weeks. 

So their season is longer than our 8 weeks. So, this way, it helps 
them add a little more by having our enrollees coming in on a staggered 
basis over a 12-week period. Each enrolloe still has an 8-week experi- 
ence, but the prograni extends over 13 weeks. 

Senator MoClhre. Would you recommend a continuation of the 
8-week period, or would you suggest maybe we could shorten the 
period and double the number of kids ? 

Miss Perks. I am in favor of a 12-month program. 

[Laughter.] t 
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Senator McCluuk. If yon cannot have tliat as ideal, wliat is next 
best? 

!Miss J^KHKs. r would say an S-wcek experience is most definitely 
ii'ood. 

Senntor IMcC^LUin:, You would not favor shorteniii<r the period, 4 
weeks for each individual ? 

Miss PiCKKS. Wo have thouii'ht about this idea, and I would just 
Inive to say T would have to see it befoi'c I would know^ 

Senator ]\rGCLUUK. rrerry. do you have any ideas? 

Mv. ^IcGkk. l^'e have an 8- week program, and I tliiiik the 8 weeks 
is just rioht because everybody has a chance to spend enough time 
with evcryl)ody. to live wnth them, and to learn to like them, to work 
with them. 

I have been working with my crew^ We divided up into j^ix eigiit-innn 
crews, and during these 8 wx^eks you work with them, and you live with 
them, and it is just like a family. Ours is just right, 1 like it the way 
it is. 

Senator McCluiU'I Thank you very much. I have no fur- 
ther questions. 

Senatoi* Hatfield. At this time, 1 would like to luive placed in the 
record, without objection, a statement by Senato!- Fnnik ^lossof Utah, 
who is a supporter of this bilk and he has a statement to that ell'ect.

Mr. Clminiian, I am liapp.v to nppear before this coiiiniittGG in supijort ot 
S. 1871, a bin to expand ;ui(l make imriiiaiient tlie Youtli Conservation Corpi?. 

I have had a personal and long standing interest in the Youth Conservation 
Corps. One of tlie iirst bins that I co->?pon sored when I came to the Senate wns 
n bin to establish the YCC. The hill was accepted by the Senate, but the House 
rejected it. Tlie following session, I again co-sponsored a bill to establish the 
YCC, and I coji tinned to do so until legislation \vas finally enacted in the 01st 
Coiigre.s.^ to establish this program. In 1971, as a member of this committee, I 
<'Xpressed support of expanding the YCC, and placed a- statement in the Record. 

I luive i)ersonany observed the benefits that result from the Youth Conserva- 
tion Corps camps. The YCC has proven its worth. This is not a theoretical 
program. To its credit, it provides education in conservation for our young i)€ople 
und brings to them an awareness of the beauties of nature, while putting theai 
to work conserving our natural resources and creating facilities for outdoor 
recreation. Personal develoxmieut of our young people results. And the nation 
benefits from their work. Because of this, I have wholelieartedly supported 
expansion of the program and strongly favor establishment of such -a program 
on a permanent basis. 

Parents of chUdren who have participated in this program are proud of the 
ivcconiplisliments of their children. They siro proud to uiake public that their chil- 
dren were involved in improving our natural resources ^f or the enjoyment of 
our citizens. Many parents have liecome aware of an appreciation for work by 
their children as a result of participation in this program: The unique experi- 
ences of these young people thnt result from living in groups with individuals 
from all .*<egnients of society have done nnich to develop understanding, responsi- 
bility, and a willingness to i)erform a fair share of work. 

Mr. Chairman, hecausf^ of the proven effoctiveness of thi.s- program, it should 
be expanded and made permanent. As I have stated on numerous occasions, such 
a program provides for the maintenance and development of our natural re- 
.viources. I strongly support this hill, and I urge prompt and favorable action by 
the Committee. 

Senator 1-Tatfiki.u. Senator Haskell lias just come in. a member of 
our committee, from the State of Colorado. ' 
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Senator Ilnskoll. we hnvi? boon lienrinii' from tliese yoniig people 
t.oflny about souu» of tl^oir OK])erion('e.s. They Inive also driven us vuluable 
evaliijitions of the pi'ogi'uni. 

Senator I-Ia.skhm.. I would assume, altlunigh 1 am lati', 1 lieard the 
question and ihe answer on 4 weeks versus S weeks, I would assume 
thiit 4 weeks i.s not n^nlly enouirh tiitie to i»'et into thin<i;s. 

Is tluit the reaction that you have: that '8 weeks is probably short 
enouirh. but at least j)eo]:)Ii» ixvt into the swinir? Would T he riirht in 
assuminii' tluit ? 

Miss I'kkks. Yes. sir. T believe so. 

Senator M.\SKr.Ln. Becau.se T know, as Senator Hatfield and Senator 
McClure — I do not know about them, 'but ])ro<jfi'ams have been carried 
on in Col{>rado. It is liked in Colorado, not just from your viewpoint, 
but by peoi:)le who live in Colorado pernumontly. 

Would you Iiave any estinuite. and maybe .someone else has an 
estimate, would yon have any estimate of th(» pereeutaizes of people 
who ap]:)ly who are fortunate enou<>'Ii to iret in? In other woi-ds« tliere 
are people who are standin<^ in line to <>'et in; tluit is what T am 
irettiuii* at. 

Miss Pkrks, I think in our pro<rrani we had ovei* 100 applications, 
and we ai"o only allowed to at cept viO. So, tliat knaves a lot of people 
waiting. 

Seiuitor Haskkli,. That leaves a lot of ])eople standing; in line* There 
is anotluM" lull that we luive before us whieh .seeks to increa.se the 
numbci s in the program. 

Thank you. ]Mr. Chairman. 

Senatoi- TTatftkij). Do anv of vou have any additional comments? 
Miss Perks? 

MLss Pkkks. Mr. T-Ta.skell. in I'eferenee to youi* earliei' statement 
about tlie S-week i>rogram. one of the objectives of the YCC is to 
establish a ci'o.ss-seetiou of our Nation's youth, and this means that 
our program involves people from our social backgrounds. 

I do not think 4 weeks is long enough to get ovei* that initial cul- 
tural .shock i'n oi'dei' to know encli otiier, which is one of the crucial 
and critical experiences of the YCC. learning to know peoi")]e fi-om 
all walks of life. 

Senator Haskkli.. Ye.s. T see what you mean : in addition to getting 
used to the progi'anu yon have to got used to the people you are Avitli 
since you do come from different environments, and this takes time. 

Let me ask you this. Why did you say you wonld like to have a 12- 
month program ? Do you like it so mucli' you would like to be doing 
it for 12 months lathei* than school, or liow do you think it could 
be useful? 

Miss P iniKs. Sir. T thiidc thei*e is a definite need for it foi* our s]^on sor- 
ing agencies a?id for us. This is my third yeai\ and T found tliat aftei- 
my 8 weeks I do not stop thinking YCC. My involvement extends 
ovei* the entire year. 

I would like to make it more of a structured involvement, and I am 
.sure that my fellow Corps members back me n\) 100 ]:)ercent on this. 
Tt is Vilvc really getting excited about something, and having a great 
big anticlimax for it to be over at the end of the summer. 

Senator Ha.skkll. Yes. I see w^hatyou mean. Thank you* 

Senator Hatitield. Do yon sense a certain contagious spirit here? 

Senator Haskkll. I do! 
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Senator Hatfield. Thank j^ou very mucli foi* your testimony and 
your leadersliip and your participation in tlie program, and to give us 
thisevidence'astoitswortliiness. ! 

And, I would say. not being too optimistic, I hope for its continu- 
ation. Thank you very much. 

At this time, we will call on the next panel. Mr. James T. Clarke, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior, accompanied by Mr. Governor 
Alc(M' and Mr. Paul Vundor Mydc, tlie J)epnty Assistant SecrcH^ai'y for 
Conserii^ation, and Mr. Kobert Lake. 

I will now pass the gavel to Senatoi* McClure of Idaho, and. excuse 
myself for a meeting of the Appropriations Coiinnittee, . 

Senator McClxjre [presiding]. Will you please identify yourselves 
in whatever order you would like to present your testimony? You may 
summarize it, or whatever you are prepared to do. 

Mr. Clarke. Before proceeding, I would like to introduce the peo- 
ple at tlio. tnble. and tlien I liav(» a sitateniont which 1 would like to read 
into the record. , 

To niy left is Governor Aker. who is the Director of the Department 
of Interior's Ollict* of Manpower Training and Youth Activities. 

At my. right is Paul Vander-Myde, Deputy Assistant Secretary for 
Conservation, Research and Education of the Depaitment of Agri- 
culture. 

To his right, Mr. Robert Lake, Director of the Manpower and Youth 
Conservation programs of the Forest Service. 

STATEMENT OF HON. JAMES T. CLARKE, ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
OF THE INTERIOR; ACCOMPANIED BY GOVERNOR H. AKER; AND 
PAUL VANDER MYDE 

Mr. Clarke. It is a privilege for mo to appear bafore this distin- 
guished committee of the Senate to testify on S. 1871j d bill to amend 
flie Youth Conservation Corps Act. of 1972, to authorize on a perma- 
nont l)asis annual appropriations for $100 million for the Youth 
Conservation Corps program. 

Mr. Chairman, as you Jcnow, this is the third year for the YCC pro- 
gram. This summer, we are jointly operating, with the Department of 
Agriculture, 102 camps. These camps are accommodating over 3,500 
young men and women from all the 50 States, the District of Colum- 
bia, American Samoa, the Virgin Islands, and Puerto Rico. Most of 
these camps are residential and coeducational, n 

Mt*. Chairman, we are pleased with the pi;ogress of this jpmgram 
during its first 2 years of operation. It has been successful m meet- 
ing many of the objectives of the original legislation and while we 
are continually attempting to improve the administration of the pro- 
gram, WG are pleased to be able to repoit that it has been, and contiimes 
to be, a well-administered program. 

The ])rogress of tlie program to date relates directly tirtlie recogni- 
tion by Congress, as implemented by the Depa rt in en ts of Agriculture 
and Interior, tlint n well-planned and deliberate approach was neces- 
sary order to de.sign and implement a cost-elfoctive pro^jrani. 

.Such an approach wns nlso necessary to iron out the nievitable 
administrative and operational problems wliidi will occur in any new 
progi'am. 
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As you know J we did experience some difliculfcies in implementing 
this progniHi during the iirst 2 years of its pilot operation. However, 
the cvai nation results show that continual iuiprovemciit in the pro- 
gnini occurred in 1\)T2^ the second year of the program, from the 
experience gained in ID7i. 

Further iniprovenjent as we implement the recounneudations of the 
earlier evaluations is expected in this summer's program. 

In spite of tlie progress of tlie program during the past 2 yeais, we 
do not recommend passage of this proposec legislation in its present 
form. As you know. Public Law 1)2-51)7 authorized $G0 million for 
the YCC piogram for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1U74. AVe believe 
it is important to nraintain fiscal flexibility in detemiining the future 
funding level for the ])rogram. 

We, therefore, recommend that further authorization levels be for 
"such sums us nniy be necessary."' However, if the committee feels 
that this program should be continued at the current level of $(30 
million, tlie JX^partment would luiveiio objection. 

Enactment of tlie legislation in its present form would be unwise 
l"or four reasons. 

First, despite the considerable capability and dedication of our staff 
personnel, we could not expand the program from its current level of 
funding to the level proposed without seriously diluting the program 
quality and encountering serious administrative and operational 
difficulties. 

Senator Haskioll. Could 1 interrupt you for just a moment for a 
question ? 1 understand this year you requested $10 million instead of 
$60 million. You are now saying $(K) million is acceptable to the 
Departments 

Mr. CLAinci;. As the on-going autliorization level. We would stand 
by our budget request for next suuuuer, which would be $10 million; 
that would be a tripling of this year's program — $7 million is the 
Federal share, $3 million would go to the States. 

Senator Hasickll. I thought yon just said you would support a 
program at (he $00 million level; but 1 guess J misunderstood you. 
Am I correct? 

Mr. Clakki:. A oontiiiuation of the program at that autlioi'ized level 
would be sufficient, in our opinioiu for the present time. For next sum- 
mer, we would support a $10 million funding level. 

Senator PIaskkll. W^^^^^ ^^'s^^ Y^^^^ request for. this year in^ the 
l)udget? 

ilr. Claukk. $10 million. 

Senator Haskkm.. You requested $10 million but you now say you 
could use $60 million. Is that right? 

Mr. Clakkk. ^^ot for next year: no, sir. A^'e would he prepared after 
that, depeiidiug upon the funding that wo\dd he finally approved, to 
expand beyoud the $10 uiillion. 

Senator Haskki.l. You have got me thoroughly confused, aiul nuijd)e 
it is my fault, T5ut 1 understood the administration's request for the 
l)rogram, for the fiscal year that we now. happen to be in, was $10 
million. 

Mr, Ci^AKKi'.. Thai is correct. 

Semitor Ha^?kklu And tlien I thought I just heard you say that you 
ctndd use. $(>0 million. 
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]\Ir. Clakkk. Not for next year; no, sii*. 
Senator' IIaskkll. You could not. Procooct. 

Mr. Cl.\kkk. As :v result, we would run the risk of failing to meet 
I ill', liopivs and i*xpoftations of this act as wtII as our own porsoiial 
stanilai'ds of iweollenco. 

From the standpoint of fiscal integrity, we also believe tliat im- 
niediatc^ expansion of the program to the level proposed is unwise. 

.\js you well know, we are expei-iencing in every program area of 
the huclgct severe fiscal constraints. The infhitionniT pressures of tlie 
economy together with the limiti»d linancial I'l^sources nt our disposal 
dictati^ that we must exercise Kscal restraint. 

canrmt, theivfoie. support any spending authorization whicJi 
does not take into account the overall ceiling on oni' financial re- 
sources. 

iSenalor HASKia.n. Again* let nu^ interrupt. Mr. Secretary. I keep 
hearing about fiscal resUaint, and 1 am all for fiscal I'estraint But we 
Inive a program tliat has appaj'cntly been a great success, and it seems 
to me, when you have youth involved, and the progi'ani cuts across 
socio-economic lines, which the youjigsters, themselves, like, which the 
citizens in the connnunities like, this is not the place to talk about 
fiscal restraint. 

So, I am i^articularly interested in hearing what you think you can 
proihictively spend — I do not think yon could call them students — 
but for part icit)ants in the program you think yon could productively 
cai'ry on. That is wliat T am intei'ested in. 

Fiscal restraint is tine, hut when you Irave got a program that is 
meaningful and lias the backing not oidy of the participants but also 
the local citizenry — I get aw^fully tired' of tJiis fiscal restraint. 

So, please address yourself, if you would, to what level can you 
eniciently carry on the program 'i 

Mr. (Yauki:. Semitor. we ai'e gaining nu>re experience every yeai'. 
Next year, we believe tripling the size of the program is a level of 
eiVort 'that is eonnnensurate whli oui* known cai)abilities riglit now. 

Beyond tliat level, we would consider next year's experience and the 
completion f>f this year's experiejice as the basis foi* our budget sub- 
mi.ssion. Undei' no circmnstances do wo believe I'igbt now we could 
opi»i'atioTnvlly maintain the sanu^ (jUality program above the current 
anthori/ation level. $00 million. We have no basis foi* going beyond it 
at tlu^ moment. 

Senator Haskkll. Finisli with your prepai-ed statement, and then- 
we will have (piestions later. 

Afr. CiaiUvK. The third reason why we ai*e concerjied with the pro- 
posed legislation is that it would provide for a pei'manent grant pro- 
gi'um for State projects. Tn the fiscal year l^)74 ])rogram. fmids will be 
a\'ailable for State grants on a i>iIot basis. That is next smnmer. 

As you know, as yet. we have no experience with State grant pro- 
grams. This new aspect deserves the sanu^ careful study and develop- 
ment as was provided in the oi iginah pilot YCC program. 

Accordingly, ^VQ. reconunend that tliis State gi-ant program not be 
made pernnuumt at this time as contemplated in S. 1871. but rather, 
be contiinied for the moment on a pilot basis. 

Lastly, we believe it is incumbent on us to continually evaluate the 
program's effectiveness and oui* capability for delivery. 
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Sonio of thy (luosHons wiiich we boliovo iiiorit coiitiiniiiiii* ox;iniin;i- 
tion and considcM'titioii I miirlit i'ootiiott* this iviiuirlv hy sJiyin^Mvo iioocl 
to contiimo to oxinnino (mv mpability for niaintji'i'iiiiir' an ofiVrtivo 
pi'o^-i-ain. 

The tilings we expect to oontiiuie to loolc at include: (1) the long- 
term efleets on the knowledge, attitude, and hehavioi- of tlu* pai'tici- 
pants: (2) the most elective kinds, size, and length of oamps; (8) 
the comparative e fleet iven ess of the various educational as]ieet.s of 
YCC; (4) the best way to asftnre effective approaches to the educa- 
tional parts of the program: (5) snhiry level that is ajipropriate for 
the participants: (6) ways in which woi'k done by YCC participants 
can be diivcted towai'd the highest ])i'ioi'ity needs of the agencies: 
and, (7) the costs of YCC work if obtained by cnstoinai-y moans. 

Tn oui- program, to {hiti\ wo ]iave learned through th(^ T'nivei'sity 
of ^richigan evaluation .*nul otbei' monitoi'ing devices thai I he benefits 
wliicli these youths liave gained from tlie i>rogi*am have been worth- 
M'hile. 

I^ea ruing to live with otbei* young ])(H)pl(» representing all walks of 
life and all economic and racial baekgroiuuls, discovering \Yhat it 
means to do a day's worlc for a day's pay, as well as being involv(Hl 
with the problems which face tlie Xatiou's envii'omnent ai'c experi- 
ences that can ])i'Ovide these yo\uig people with a new respect for oui' 
natni'al hei'itage and an a wareness of their i-esponsibilities as eiti/.oiis 
of the United States. 

The Fniversity of ^fiehigan i*epoi-t of the 1072 pi'ogi-am pointed 
out that the environmental knowledge of Coi'ps members in each grade 
level increased approximately to the levels of Corps members 1 year 
ahead of them. 

The report concludes, ha.sed on tlie.se and other findings, that the 
leai-niuir of Coi'ps menibei's was equivalent to one academic year in a 
normal school setting. Tliis indicates tliat yo\mg people can learn 
w^hile doing, and this lea ruin c: uniy he reinfor^.?d by a healthful out- 
door atmosphere and good, okl, honest hard work. 

Mr. Chairman, the Department of the Interior firndy believes in 
the need to conserve, preserve, and maintain our vast natural re- 
sources and to protect o\n* environment for the fntxire of our young 
citizens. 

Senate bill 1871 should, therefore, be geared to coincide with the 
capabilities of the Departments to develop an orderly progrnni con- 
sistent with the fiscal realities which we face. 

We believe that a gradual development will enable ns to maintain 
the quality of the program thro\igh continued evaluation. We feel 
that if we go too far. too fa.st many of these goals may he lost. 

Thank you. Mr. Chairman. 

Senator McO.ttrk. Mr. Clarke, we have a rollcall in progress on 
the floor of the Senate, and Senator Haskell and f will have to go and 
vote. 

We would like to return, if the panel n-^embers can remain, and hear 
the others. 

Mr. Claukk. We will be pleased to do so. 

Senator McCr.tTRE. The committee will stand in recess. 

[A recess was taken.] 
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Mr. Verkler. Ladies and gentlemen, I am staff director of the com- 
niittee, Jerry Verkler. 

The Senators nro still tied up on the flooi' of the Senate, and we are 
lio])ofiil they will be able to get back here in order to conclude the 
lieai'innr, 

Rut. in order not to inconvenience you people who have to catch 
buses, and so foi'th, hnve decided to go ahead and finish the state- 
ments of the administration witnesses. 

The chairman made reference to "This is Be Kind to Eepnblicans 
Week.'' nnd we will have '^e Kind to Staff Day," and let the. staff 
pn'oceed, nnd we hnve Mr. Demiy Miller of Senator Jackson's office, 
and ^fi'. Dong Smith from Senator McChire'S staff. 

We have concluded the foi*nml statement of Assistant Secretary 
Olai'ke. Do any of othei* gentleman have fomial statements? 

Mr. Yandku Myok. Pn ul Vaudei* Myde i.s my name, 

Mr. Vekklkr. Proceed. 

Mr. Vaxdkr Mtok. I would like to further introduce the gentle- 
man on my riglit. who is Mr. Eobert Lake, who is Director of our 
man]:)ower and youtli conservation programs of the U.S. Forest Serv- 
ice, wlio lias had the overall responsibility for directing the U.S. 
Forest Service's share of the program. 

STATEMENT OF PAUL VANDER MYDE, DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRE- 
TARY FOR CONSERVATION, RESEARCH, AND EDUCATION, U.S. 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE; ACCOMPANIED BY ROBERT 
LAKE 

Mi\ VAXf>i:K Mvr)K. Mi\ C'bairmaii tnid members of the committee, 
\vv n])])recinte this o])])ortunity to ]){irticiptite in the consideration of 
legiskitiou to exjiand the Youth Con.servation Corps, a program which 
this ne])nrtment jointly ndininistei-s witli tlu* Depnrtment of the 
Intei'ioi*. 

As von know, this summer, we nre completing the third and final 
yeai' of the YCC ])ilot i)rogrntn, anthoi ized by Public Law 01-378. At 
this moment, .some o.oOO young men and women, representing nil socio- 
economic levels Mud rnces. ni*e engaged in conservntion work-learning 
])rojects acioss tlic <*ounti\v at 102 YCC camps. 

Approximately 1,800 of these Corps members are in Forest Service- 
ndmniisterod cnmps. This brings the totnl employment figure for the 
')-ycn!' jnlot pi^ogrnm to 0.771 youths. 

The Dcpni'tment of Agricultmv is pleased with the development 
iuid results of the YCC pilot program. In the first 2 years, $4,404,000 
worth of high-i)i'iority conservntion woi*k has been accom]:)lished on 
Federal Innds. 

Thi.s nienns tl)at for every dollar .spent on the program, approxi- 
mately 70 cents was returned to tlie Government irt the form of con- 
sei'vation works and iniprovenumts on the public Innds. 

But the pi'ograru has not been \'alnable onlv in terms of work ac- 
complished. Tndepeudcnt nnalysis of the YCC progi*am by the Uni- 
versity of Michigan concluded that in 1072 Corps members made gains 
in environmental knowledge ap]n'oximately equal to a full year of 
high school. 
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We believe tliese accom]:)lisliinents of tlie YCC pilot program are 
the result of working at inani\freable ]')ro;rvani levels, and that the 
experience gained through the pilot program provides us a sound and 
orderly base for tlie 1974- program. 

Wl)ilc im'tial I'osulr.s of the pilot program are positive and en- 
I'oni'aging; these results do not sulliciently support tlie need for a 
<ireath' expanded YCC program. Research by the Institute of Social 
Resear-ch of die University of I\richigaii indicates that more evaluation 
is needed before a comprehensive, full-scale YCC effort is considered. 

For example, in its evaluation of the 1972 Youth Conservation 
Corps, the university recommended that further research be con- 
ducted on the length of camps, the residential natui'e and size of camps, 
the long-range ircipact on the value of the program for Corps members, 
Jind the S])ecial needs of American Indian and black youth which are 
not being met by the YCC program. 

The report also indicated that the educational aspect of the prograni 
needs additional administrative attention to assure that it is offering 
{1 fully integrated Avork-learning experience. 

Also, in tlie fiscal year 1974 program, funds will be available for a 
State grant pilot program. This is a new aspect of the YCC program 
which deserves the same careful study and de^'•eloI>^nent as that pro- 
vided the inlot Youth Conservation (^orjjs program. 

In conclusion, this Department does not recommend the enactment 
of S. 1871 in its present form. The $150 million annual appropriation 
authorization which is proposed in S. 1871 far exceeds the ca])abilities 
of the Departments of Agriculture i\nd Interior to responsibly and 
effectively administer tlie Youth Conservation Corps program. 

It is o. opinion, based on experience to date, that the most effective 
approach to an cx])anded YCC would be a gradual development of 
the program coupled with continued evaluation. To dramatically in- 
crease the level of funding could seriously dilute program quality 
and produce numerous administrative and 0]Derational difficulties. 

As you know. Public Law 92-597 authorized $60 million for the 
Youth Conservation Corps for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1974. In 
determining future program levels, we believe it is most desirable to 
maintain adequate flexibility for funding YCC. 

Therefore, wo reconunend that future authorization levels be for 
"such sums as may be necessary." However, if the committee feels 
that this program should be continued at the current level of $60 mil- 
lion, the Department of Agriculture would have no objection. 

This concludes my prepared statement. I Avill be pleased to answer 
any questions you may have at this time. 

Mr. Vekkler. Do the agencies have any kind of understanding or 
commitment hi the Office of Management and Budget as to how they 
feel about the permanency of the program, even if we cut down the 
authori7.ation of the $60 million that was authorized through the end 
of this year; that is, an authorization that you requested and received 
approval for$10 2nillion for this year. 

So, obviously, that i? one-sixth of what yon were provided, accord- 
i-ig to your testimony. So, $150 million yon feel is out of the question. 

What kind of a level are yon prepared to support — No. 1, are you in 
favor of the permanent program; and, No. ?. at which levels are we 
actually talking about. 
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Mr. Clarke. 1 believe the results of the jiilot proofrani. for the past 
8 years liave met the expectations of the le^^islation. On that basis we 
believe the continuation of tlie pro^rrani, as \xi\ presently understand it. 
is appropriate. 

I think the basic nnestinn w]nr.i| wwn'.'.l! nnistrfuco Tvt wliat level of 
cllort in the ensuing yoJirs can we: (1) operationally accommodate; 
and (2) financially afford ^ 

No\\\ the operational aspects of it we have testified previously. We 
are in a position to gear np the proHrnni over a period of time. We 
have looked at vai*ious plainiin<>' levels, winit we would be able to ac- 
complish. A lot of i I is subjective judgment. We believe we could make 
the pi'o.irram <rvow. 

At the .same time, the bndfretary process, as you well know, is an an- 
nual event. We are now in the middle of the 107.") fiscal year budget 
process. The Departments of Interior and Agriculture have not yet 
met to formulate their budgets M-ith respect to this program; in fact, 
that woidd be premature since we have, no authorization for fiscal 
107;"). 

At the point at which we have an nuthorizJition level, we would then 
include that in our budgetary considerations, and that budget sub- 
mission, a joint submission of our two Departments, would then go 
into the administration's budget process, nnd the funding level wontd 
be th(» result of that process, 

I\rr. Vkkkm-.u. No. 1, the administration does feel this has been a suc- 
cessful program, a good investment in both natural resources and 
hnnijin resources, and you agree with the Chairman and those who 
introduced the l)ill lhat T think this eonnnittee strongly supports, 
that there .should be a i^ermanent program? 

]\rr. Cl.aiMvi:. ]\raybe its .sonumtics, Mr. Verkler — T am not a legisla- 
ti^•e expert, but we are led to believe we have a permanent program 
by virtue of Public Law 02-597, which did, in fact, establish within 
our hvo Departments, Agriculture and Interior, a Youth Conserva- 
tion Corps. 

The open ([urstion is a level of funding. So, by viitue of the Presi- 
(lent's signature on that legislation, and onr interpretation of tlie act 
under which we are operating, we believe we have a permanent 
program. 

^fr. MiLi.KK, T am Denny Miller from Senator Jackson's personal 
oftice. 

One of the things T would like to clarify at this point — ^is that imder 
Public Law 02-507, which is the e.-^isting Youth Conservation Corps 
Act, as amended, the authorization for that program expires, which 
is why we nre here today. 

But T have a couple of questions I would like to follow np on, that 
Senator Haslccll began, and actually Senator Jackson asked that we 
ask in his absence. T would like to address this to Secretary Charke. 

^fr. Secretary, yon have indicated yon prefer the financial authoriza- 
tion under this legislation be changed from $150 million to "such 
sums {IS are necessary." Does this infer that you would support a pro- 
gram to at least the $(^0 million level, as contained in the public law? 

^[\\ CrARKK. Are you talking from the point of view of the Depart- 
ment or the administration's budget submission ? 
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Mr. MiLLi'.R. At this point, ^vllnt you have indicated in youv report 
oil the bill, you would not oppose eiiiictmeni of this leirislation at the 
l^resent aiit]ioi'i/jn<i: level ? 

Mr. Ci.AinvK/riiatis riirht. ^ , , 

Mr. Ivfiij.KK. So. you ai'e saving, vou would support the authorization 
at that level? 

Mr. Cl.-vkkk. That is connect. 

Mr, Miu.KR. If the Congress were (o authori/.e the level you propose; 
that is, the$()() million, would the r»'partineiit i'equt\st that full author- 
ization in liseal 1975? 

ATr, Ci.AiiKK. Let me answer I'rom two viewpoints; one, from an 
operational standpoint, we j)rol)ably would j)ick somewhere in between 
the pres/Mit level and $(> million. Presently, we have been loolvbi^^at 
$40 million in a planning mode. 

There are several considei-ations that the committee i)U^ht to b(* 
aware of in gearing up the ])rogram. First, since it is j ) resent ly con- 
ceived as only part of the year, it means that we do not have permanent 
.stalV to run the camps, we cannot afford construction costs for perma- 
nent facilities. 

So, while wc» are complaining, the fact is, in order to expand the 
l)rogram. we must provide for additional housing accoinniodations, we 
mu.st provide for the tools and supplies that are needed, we have 
to train the leadei'S, and we have got to ])rovide transportation. 

If you look at t])e Michigan evaluation, you will diseo\'ei' a \'ery 
iiigli correlation between the satisfaction that indi\*idual cori)s mem- 
bers hud and their subsequent learning experience. 

If you look fiii-tlier, you will discovei' tliat the cause for dissatisfac- 
tion were such things as pooi'ly trained leaders, having to wait for .sup- 
pliers; the kind of admini.sti'ative problems that a gi'eatly expanded 
pi'ogram could pi'oduce. 

We tried to look at this realistically, and we believe that, opera- 
tionally, we could sustain pei'liaps in 1975 a [)rograiii of around $40 
million. 

Now, in terms of the budget submission, we do not have at the 
uioment, eitliei* a de])artmental or an administration position. We 
have not fornudatcrd our 1975 budget. 

I can say, as ])rogram managei', that there is not anyone in the De- 
])artnient of the Interior who does not believe they deserve nioi'e money 
for thei!* program, and that is tJie cnvii'onment that this i)rogram will 
be confronted with. 

Mr, MirxKU. Let me ask one more question. Strnatcu' Jackson asked 
me to get tliis for the I'ecord, and that is, what your capabilities would 
be for expending funds in Fiscal 1975; your I'equest in 1974 is $10 
million. But foi* fiscal 1974 we would ai)preciate for the i*ecord a li.st 
(;f capabilities. 

And let me usk one more (question, if I might. The report which I 
have seen from the University of Michigan indicates that approxi- 
mately 70 cents on the<lollar was retnrned to the Federal Government 
in improvements in natural I'esources. 

Based on that study, an ap2)ropriatiou of $00 million ideally means 
an expenditure I)y the Federal Government of $18 niilliou; in other 
woi'ds, 72 pei'cent of $42 million would be returned to the Federal 
(iovernment from that $60 million. 
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Mr. Ci.AKivi'., Tlicro is also anotlit}!* ^vay to look at that, Mr. Miller. 
If. in fact — and tlie program does liavc its values. We are very proud 
of what the Departments have done in the past. But, at the same time, 
^^-e do upt believe our iudividii.il bnremi.s would be \villing at the mo- 
ment to reduee their appropriation levels by the 70 eents or the equiva- 
lent of 70 eents- to be replaced by this funding. And it is that kind of 
an apj)i'opi'iation budgetary eonfliot that we have. 

So. 1 agree with y^u. in lerins of value received, the program has 
demonstrated that it does return bencfit.s to the natural enviromncnt 
in tei-ms of the capital investment of our respective bureaus. 

At the same time, there has been no evidence that tliose bureaus are 
willing to reduee their e,\pciiditures to compensate for cost to the 
program. 

Mr. Mii.r.Kii. AH 1 am trying to establish, then, is that the actual 
cost to the Federal Govermnent, funded at $00 million, because of the 
return on that investment, would only be $18 million. Is that c<nTcct? 

Mr. Cr.AUKK. T think that is 70 percent. 

Mr. Mii.bi'U. All right. 

Mr. S:MiTir. T am Doug Smith, on the staff of Senator McClurc. 

I would like to address this to Mr. Vander Myde. The panel has 
touched on some of the dillicultics that you envision in drastically ex- 
panding tliis program. 

And, pi'eviously, \vq heard the testimony of the youth who thor- 
oughly endorse the program, and they wish it could be nuide available 
to nmre of their colleagues iu the schools. 

In view of the situation in the Department of Agriculture, for ex- 
ample, it has beeji noted by tlio testimony tliut thei'e ai'c at least o mil- 
'^Jion acres of forest land that could be planted and contribute to the 
tiuibei' needs of our eountr3^ In view of this do you not feel that a 
seasonally numaged program for young people, that this would not be 
a worthwhile i)roject to woi'k on? " 

I was interested in the comment just made, of the difficulty ^Yith 
file budget in reducing items either in Interior or Agriculture. It 
seems to me, it might be a fair statement to say instead of reducing 
the budget by Agriculture, who complains they do not have enough 
money at different times to acconiplish all of the things it would like 
to accomplish, why not keep the budget at the same level and supple- 
ment it with the tremendous and willing woi'k force that seems to be 
available foi' the job that needs to be done of upgrading our timbei' 
lauds, with the need that is expressed for the additional services? 

That i.s imt (piite a rpiestion, but possibly you could address yourself 
to that. 

Mr. Vaxuku Mym:. ^[r. Smith, T believe your Senator has a very 
good j)oiut. and it is one in which T think work has all ready been 
aceonii)lislied. In looking at the statistics that are available to me, 
sunnuarizing the work accomplishments for the sunnner of 1972. there 
was ap})roximately 517 acres of land w))ich was given .soil ei-osion 
ccmtrol treatment, and tree planting amounted to 501 acres. 

And we can go on down the line in terms of accomplishments of 
this type such as timber stand iilipi'ovenieut on 1/)17 neves. So. T tliink 
it is a point that it is all ready receiving attention. 

Ml*. SMrrii. Applying that to the several million acres of land that 
do need work, the jn-ogi-am certainly does not lack for the availability. 
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^Iv. VAyiUKw ;Mvi)k. Thai is true. 

Mr. Syiiru. You nay you think i>art: of tlie problem is in toi'iiis of 
nuH»tin<r the nocd, of enthusijism of (Iiosc wlio would like tho avail- 
ability of this jirogranu is the nocessary porsoiinol to administer i( on 
the field level. Is that part of the proljltMU you are havin^r re<rardinii- 

Mr. Vaxdkk Mvdk. Yes. Part of the prol)leins we face and. that Mr. 
Clarke has touehed on arc with resi)ect to staff, the availai)ility of 
facilities, the tools, supplies to work with, and trans|)ortation. 1 think 
all of these are factors to be considered. 

Mr. S^rrrir. TIayin<v -worked some 25 years a^ro in such a program. 
1 do not recall that T felt, a.s a y(Mith. l)ein,i;' di.sappointed that there 
was not a first-class place to have over my head. 

In other woi'ds. T am wonderin<r what is the level that is anticipated 
in tei*ni.s of hoii.sin^r lhat these peo])le ni'ed to attend ciunp. Is it a tent 
camp, or a i)eiMnanent st ructur(\ or what ? 

^Tr. V.vxnr.u ^rvni:. Let me have 'Mr, Lake irsjioiid to j})at. 

Mr. Lakk. The needs of the youth are beina* met throu^rh tempoi'ary 
facilities, such as tent camps, or throuirh rehabilitation of some exist- 
\u<X facilities to make them suitable for Youth ronservation Corps 
projects. 

Of course, alonii' with that you have to have ])Voper .sewa<ife facilities, 
proper mess facilities, and the.se have to be considered. 

Mr. S^riTir. Tf these facilities could be made available tbrou<rb this 
additional fundln*r as ])arl of the bilK do you feel thi.s could escalate 
beybud your capabilities? T do not know whether oV not it would be 
fair to assume, if tlie additional money were made available for the 
accelerated planulnii* ])i*oces.s. tliat these thin<>*s mi<rht fit into place at 
.some not too distant time. The youth, who are ideally the l)eneficiaries of 
the^ ])rotrram. and who also contribute .so much, to the land in terms of 
impro\'ement ; that these thin<rs could ;dl ^ro hand in band, and the 
youth would benefit by tlie expanded pro<rram. ami also the land would 
lie that much more improved. 

Mr. Aker. What you say is true. T also want yon to consider the fact 
that we are in a short, smnmeitime profrram at the present time, and 
to escalate to the level of the anthorizafion of the present bill, as indi- 
cated, Avonld be rather difficult for us to put all of this together in such 
a time that-Ave could still administer a quality program. 

JfoW, we would like, or our experience to date has indicated we need, 
small, manageable camps. We have found through considerable ex- 
perimentation that about a 50-man camp is adequate to keep it all 
together. 

Now, if we go into large administrative coniplcKcs. I am afraid we 
would lose an aAvful lot of what we have gained so far as far as the 
program, itself, is concerned, and the satisfaction that is attached to 
those programs for the participants in those programs. 

Mr. MiLMR. I have a couple more questions, again, sir, that Senator 
Jackson asked me to bring np. I would like to say that the reason I 
brought np this total. ex2:)enditure question is because there is a perfect 
example going on right now at the C. & O. Canal, where the Youth 
Corps enrollees are working to improve certain parts of the canal, that 
you woidd not be working on otherwise because there is no money 
in the budget. 
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So, really wliat you are spending, the maximum, is 30 cents on the 
(lolhir to ix^t woi'k done which \vould not ho. dom» ot hoi* wise. So. that 
is one of the points I was tryino' to make. 

I would like to ask this of Secretary Clarke. I noted in the report 
that you recommended the State iri'ant part of this legislation be on a 
pilot rather than a pennanent basis. 

Is it not true tliat many of the States already liave smaller natural 
resources youth conservation progrnms funded entirely by the States, 
and that they have tlie necessary experience to. qualify under this 
cost-sharing program, as provided in S. 1871 ? 

Mr. Clarkk. I am advised there are programs in the various States. 
In fact, .several of the States do have mechanisms for putting such a 
program into existence. 

At the same time, tlie Departments of Interior and Agriculture have 
no experience in that progi'am, and while there is great enthusiasm in 
the Stntes because it does represent additional potential moneys for 
tlie conduct of these programs, we would like to proceed in an orderly, 
cautious way. - ^i. 

If tJie program program proves its merit, we would fully intend 
to support its continuation at that time. 

Mr. MiLLKR. Based upon that answer and the qualifications of the 
States, is it not also true that a recent survey of all the State agencies 
showed that they Inxd the necessaiy funding and the interest to put 
180,000 young people to work under the State cost-sharing program 
each summer if Federal matching funds were available. 

Mr. Clarke. Which report are you refexj;iug to ? 

Mr. MiT.LEif. A study tiiat was clone ix^miUy by contacting the Gov- 
ernors' rcprosontativo.s on youth in*Qo*hims, youtli and manpower pro- 
iiram.s, I believe, of 1071. 

Mr. Akku. Yes. That is ti*ue. The Governors did indicate that they 
would like to participate in the program. They are very interested in 
it. But theyx^lid not say they had the money available for matching 
Federal funds for the Youth Consorvation Corps at the time. 

1 am sure thoy are waiting foi* our guidelines, which will be out 
dii'ectly, as soon as we can get tliem cleared through both Departments 
for Stjito participation in the grant in*ogram. 

M\\ Mtllkr. Do yon have any estimate at this time, based on your 
woi'k relationships 'with the States, as to what their capability might 
bo. a oO-toioO or 80-to-20 posture? 

AFi*. Akku. Eight at this tiuK\ Donny, we only have — for instance, 
oui* Ai*i:<ona contact said thoy would like to have 8,500 slots, or the 
eciuivaleut theivof, ap far as the money is concerned. 

Ohio has contacted ns, and said they would run a considerabl}'- 
lar/rer program. A.s far a.s all the States are concerned, wo luive vei*y 
little to I'ejv^rt on, except that our initial coniacts indicated thoy were 
intoi'osted ; yes. . , 

They did not ]m\ a figure foi ward. but they were isolating to the 
numi)or of kids tlicy fo1t would be interested in the program, rnther 
than that which could be funded at that time. 

Mr. Mttxkk. a letter just went out tVom Senator Jackson earlier 
this week to all nO Govei'uors, asking foi* a rea.sso.ssment of their cai)a- 
))ili[v in fei-ms of both unuipowei* and funding under the Federal cost- 
sharing program. 
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Mr. Vkrklkk. Is it youi- position, basically, just as the YCC pro- 
gram started out as a pilot program, that this pliase should be worked 
in by stiirtin<r it out as a pilot program 'i 

Air. Clmikk. That is correct. 

Mr. Veuklku. 1 do not think there is any doubt about the. commit- 
ment of the committee to this program. We are pleased that the De- 
part ments feel il isniakin<» a M'ortlnvhile couti-ihutioii. 

For the benefit of the youn^ people who ai'e in the audience, this 
is not intended to be a civics lesion, hut T l;avc been with the staff now 
for several yeaT-.s, and I can remem))er o or G years ago, back iii the 
room hei'e tiuit is now a library, when Senator Jackson first si)elled 
out his goals in bringino; this program before the committee for the 
vei-y first time. 

So, what wc have witnessed over the ivears is an idea from its very 
conception to a program we think is very much in the public interest, 
and in the interest of the resources and the people, (he young people. 

We are confident at fhe staff level and the committee level they 
arc going to move on this very quickly, probably as soon as the com- 
mittee returns from the August recess we will begin marking up this 
bill. 

We will leave the record open for 2 weeks for submissions if anyone 
wants to submit any additional information, and if the Departments 
have any additional information they want to submit, we w^ill be glad 
to have it. 

Anvtliing else? 

Mr. Smith. One question. In view of the panel bringing up the 
problems that they see in funding or managing in additional funding* 
T think it would be helpful if they conld add to the record some sug- 
gestions for what would be needed' to be done to manage a fully funded 
program, and to take care of the demand that has been exhibited by 
the young peo]:)le to have such a program. 

^ I think that might be helpful in view^ of answ-ering their own ques- 
tion tliat they ha>-e raised. 

Mr. Vkuki.kr. That would be helpful to ha>^e. and particularly if 
we could have it before the 1st of September. 

Mr. Ci.AUKi:. We will forwai'd that to the committee.

additional support in the following areas: 

1. Facilities - Residential camps provide the greatest opportunity 
for vel 1 -bj InncGd and mtianingful experiences in work/ learnil^g/ living 
programs. A VCC program at a J? 150 million annual appropriation would 
require approximately 2,000 camps for the Federal portion of the program. 
Present residential facilities are limited, therefore, there would be a 
need to invest ia new tacilitlas or to upgrade existing facilities to 
meet acceptable standards. While this investment could be minimized by 
the use of tent camps, the expense of sanitation facilities, particularly 
for co-educational canips, would be a restricting factor* Tnere would 
also be a need to make maximum use of the residential facilities of 
institutions of hig'nur learning or public schools, especially those 
which are located in close proxi.itity to Federal or State lauds. 

2 4 Equipment - Securing adequate fleet equipment at reasonable cost 
Is one of the most serious needs in the YCC program. Extensive efforts 
are required to obtain vehicles for the program. Sources checked have 
been agency fleets» GSA, military (including National Guard and Reserve 
Units)j local school systemj, and rental or lease sources. 

We have been able in some cases to obtain logistical support, i. e., 
vehicles, hand tools, hard hats, gloves, tents, etc., from the Department 
of Defense and other agencies. However, in a greatly expanded program, 
the amount of logistical support we would need would require an agreement 
with DOD and other supply agencies to commit such support on a timely 
basis. The cost of obtaining these supplies and materials from otiier 
sources and maintaining them for future use would be prohibitive for an 
eight week program. 

3. Staffing - The larger the program becomes, the greater the demand 
for well qualified staff. At the $150 million funding level, there would 
be a need to identify additional sources from which to select qualified 
staff vith the capability to effectively work with young people and meet 
the requirements of the program. 

Additionally, this funding level would require a greatly expanded staff 
training program. In order to train the number of staff necessary, we 
would need a tralnlnc: cadre with the capability to train camp staff in 
a relatively short period of time. 

In preparing for the 1973 program, we utilized staff members with YCC 
camp experience to train new tataff. All indications are that this 
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training was most effective, A gradual increase in program expansion 
would allow us to acquire a training cadre from staff who have had 
field experience. 

4» Impact on existing work force - Full time technical assistance and 
supervision from the Departments is required to plan, coordinate, and 
conduct work projects to meet program standards and requirements. The 
necessary diversion to YCC of regular ori permanent work force personnel 
will have a major impact on the agenciesl For a $150 million funding 
level, we estimate a need for 5,000 regular work force personnel to 
provide support on a full titne basis during the 8 weeks of YCC operations 
The agencies would need time to fill the void created by the assignment 
of regular personnel whose efforts would be redirected to provide this 
technical support for the YCC program. 

The Departments feel that a gradual program expansion would provide the 
lead time needed to gear the work project rrnuirements to the demands 
on agency permanent personnel. ^ 

5. Diluting program quality - The Departments feel that working at 
manageable levels in the pilot program has contributed to the successful 
accomplishments of YCC. The experience gained to date provides a solid 
base for the 1974 program. There is a possibility that we may dilute 
the quality of the program, if we expand too* rapidly to a $150 million 
funding level. We feel Lhat the most effective approach is to continue 
to expand and evaluate within the capabilities of the Departments. Ue 
are especially interested in continuing with small, personalised camps 
or projects to maintain the present character of the YCC. The desira- 
bility of smaller camps is made repeatedly by both corps members and 
staff participants. 
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QUESTION; What is youT capability for program expansion in FY 1975? 

ANSWER: The Department of the Interior and the Department of 
Agriculture will make every effort to meet the mandates '^f C-- .igr^ss at 
whatever level of funding is authorized for the YCC program. In response 
to previous requests from the Congress for information concerning expan- 
sion capabilities, the Departments conducted a field survey which ident- 
ified a capacity to accommodate approximately 21^000 youth on 550 projects 
on Federal lands. The survey includes camp locations, facilities which 
could be rehabilitated at a modest, cost for co-educational residential 
programs or tent camp construction, work project identification, and the 
capability of the agencies to provide technical support. 

This capability assumes financing of approximately $30 million for the 
Federal portion of the program, the availability of adequate personnel 
ceilings, and receipt of funds at least six months in advance of camp 
opening to provide sufficient time to prepare new camps. At the $30 
million level, a total appropriation of $43 million would be needed to 
fully fund the Federal and State portions Of the program. Assuming an 
average cost of $1500 per youth, and the States operate their portion of 
the program on the basis of a 50-50 matching grant, the State programs 
could accommodate 15,66/ youth. Therefore, a $43 million program would 
provide YCC opportunities to 37,030 youth. (Attachment 1 summari::es 
this analysis) . 

The Departments have also developed tentative distributions of YCC slots 
and grants by State at higher funding levels. These projections are 
based solely on the teenage population and amount of Federal land in 
each State. No field surveys have been conducted to identify specific 
camp locations, nor has the cost of developing the camp sites to a 
satisfactory quality level been determinerl. In addition, we have con- 
ducted surveys to determine the availability of meaningful work projects 
for the YCC participants. Attachments 2 and 3 describe the amount and 
kinds of work projects available on lands under the jurisdiction of the 
Department of the Interior and the Forest Service, USDA, for YCC parti- 
cipation.

Mr. Chairman: 

I am Dr. Donald L. Crews, Associate Professor of Wood Science and 
Technology of Colorado State University, For the past two summers I 
have served as director of Camp Poudre, a Youth Conservation Corps Camp 
located on the Colorado State University Campus in Fort Collins, Colo- 
rado. This camp is funded by the Bureau of Reclamation. 

My presence here today is to support the amendment to the Youth 
Conservation Corps Act of 1972 expanding the Youth Conservation Corps 
from its pilot-program status to a full-fledged .permanent conservation 
program. My appearance stems from a firm conviction based on my 
personal experiences with these young people that this program can 
help achieve two important goals: creates the opportunity for under- 
standing and developing an appreciation of the nation's natural envir- 
ronment and heritage and to further' the development and maintenance 
of the natural resources of the United States by the youth—upon whom 
will fall the ultimate responsibility for, managing these resources for 
future generations. ' 
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In support of S.1871, I would like to relate some of my own 
personal experience and feelings relating to the Youth Conservation- 
Corps program. One of the keys to the success of this program is the 
great diversity in the backgrounds of the young people that participate. 
In his statement from the Congressional Record of May 23, 1973 Senator 
Jackson said "When you isolate the economically or socially disadvantaged 
in special programs you merely isolate them from society and in turn 
deprive them from the opportunity to share in the common goals and 
purposes of our nation." I can only second this statement 1000 percent. 
This, I believe, is the reason behind the unqualified success of the 
Youth Conservation Corps as compared to the somewhat marginal means 
of the Job Corps. The Youth Conservation Corps is not a program solely, 
for the disadvantaged, but is open to youh§men and women of all social, 
ethnic, and economic backgrounds. In our program we have several young 
people whose parents annual income was less that $5000, but we had a 
couple of others who parents annual income was in the neighborhood of 
$40,000. But you take these youngsters out of their home atmosphere, 
put them two to a room, have them sleep in the same kind of bed, feed 
them the same kind of food, and give them the same kind of work, I have 
observed that within a week or 10 days, that you cannot tell what their 
economic background is. > 

A different and, I guess somewhat unique, aspect of our camp in 
Colorado this year is an attempt to accommodate in our program several 
handicapped youngsters*. The benefits for physically handicapped young- 
sters in a Youth Conservation Corps camp are many, are unique, and may 
be-^nmariffid in the following statement: 
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1. The benefits of camp living are psychological as well as 
providing a mechanism for building up the individuals general 
and overall physical health. 

2. The YCC experience may help to alleviate the isolation that 
a handicapped child may feel through the summerTrionths. In 
addition it will aid in personality growth and social pidjust- 
ment. Actually, for the handicapped youngster the YCC camp 
would have the same objectives as for the non-handicapped 
youth, e.g. 

a. healthy work and play activity 

b. development of new interests, skills, hobbies, independence, 
self-reliance, leadership, and responsibili.ty 

c. it offers an outlet. for feelings of aggression 

d. it helps improve the home situation by relaxing tensions 
that have bui'lt up 

3. Recreation is even more important for the handicapped than • 
for normal persons, since his opportunities for play are 
limited. The YCC camp would also enable the youngsters to 
feel enjoyment and a sense of accomplishment. 

4. It gives the handicapped youth a. chance to come into close 
contact with people, to cooperate, to respect authority and to 
consider others. 

5. Physical care and treatment of the handicapped child often 
are so engrossing that personality development is often 
neglected. Personality is developed tb'^ough work, play, 
social activities and relationships such as those found in 

- \ 
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camps. Over the long haul, camps such as YCC can assist the 
handicapped youngsters in becoming a responsible self- 
directing adult. 

There is one thing I probably ought to clarify at this point. I 
am not advocating YCC camps solely for handicapped youngsters. The 
primary reason for this is because there is a dire need for handicapped 
youth to share work and play experiences with non-handicapped youth. 
Integrated camps offer a rare opportunity for handicapped and non-handi- 
capped yputh to relate in a real world situation. Many school system^ 
separate the handicapped and"the non-handicapped through special educa- 
tion v^special schools and separate classes. This Is not what the handi- 
capped child needs. Quite the contrary; the handicapped youngster needs 
more experience in relating to non-handicapped peers before the school ^ 
experience ends and the need for further edcuation or employrrient is neces 
sary. This is the basic idea behind what we are attempting this year. 

We have two handicapped youngsters in our YCC program this year, . 
a 15-year old girl with cerebral palsey and a 16-year old boy who has 
been on crutches since he could walk. In the six weeks our camp has 
been running, the changes in these two youngsters has been nothing 
short of remarkable. The girl, who was on tranquilizers when she came ' 
to us has cut her dosage by about 75%. The boy» who was pretty much 
in a shell when'.camp started is now out-going, laughs a lot and what he 
does on those crutches almost defies description. He works, swims, and 
the seQondv^eM^went on a 3-mile hike. Needless to say, I am elated 
by what I hasre seen this year in our pilot program and am very excited 
about increasing the number of handicapped youngsters in next years 
program. 
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In closing I would like to relate a short story of an incident 
that occurred last summer, I dropped in' on the corpsmen one evening 
as I usually did and there in our lounge I noticed a group of students 
seated around a table playing gin ruminy. There was a "Oapanese-American 
girl, a Black boy. a White boy, an Indian girl and a Chicano boy 
playing cards, laughing, joking, and having a good time. As I walked 
out of the room with two of my counselors, one of them remarked. that 
he sure would like to know what happened to people when they became more 
m6ture--where all of the suspicion, mistrust, and hatred came from. The 
other counselor remarked that after seeing the kids in there, perhaps 
there was hope for us after all. I think I'm with him. Come to think 
of it--maybe that is a good part of what YCC is all about--working to- 
gether for a common goal; a better environment. 

In summary let me say that since my association with Colorado State 
University 10 years ago, the Youth Conservation Corps is one of the most 
exciting and rewarding experiences I have ever had. Based on the tre- 
mendous success of the three-year pilot program I urge" you to vigorously 
support the necessary appropriation to expand and make permanent the 
Youth Conservation Corps,

The basic purposes of a Youth Conservation Corps remain valid but now Iiave 
'been proven in pilot pro.7ects. Our nation's youths especially ages lifteen through 
eighteen, have great difficulty finding summer employment. Yet. this is the time 
when idleness can mean trouble bnt when motivation can lead to llie develoi>- 
ment of productive citizens. Many useful careers in conservjition began with the 
Civilian Conservation Corp.s in the l030*.s and 40's. The educational value alone 
probably would justify continuation of the Corp.s. Yet. the added coiiservation 
benefits nnike the project even more desirable. There is already much tangible 
evidence of constructive project accomplishment. Protection, development and 
enhancement of the nation's natural resources for greater public use and enjoy- 
ment is the added bonus of a Youth Conservation Corps, 

S. 1871 contains additional benefits which should make the Youthj.jConserva- 
tion Corps even more attractive. I refer .specifically to the use of Corps facilities 
for environmental/ecological education camps during periods of non-use by the 
Corps program and extension of the Yo\ith Conservation Corps on a matcliing 
grant basis to the State?. Both are highly favorable additions to the program and 
have our support. Whether 30% of appropriated funds should be made available 
to the States or whether it s)iduld be nifre or less con be nn.swered only by time 
and experience under the program. However, cost-sharing np to 80% with State 
projects appears to be a reasonable federal amount that should stimulate State 
participation.

Camp were very pleased to find your letter waiting for us yesterday when we 
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went in to Gunnison for mail and fresh food. Mail is a vital -factor here at onr 
camp .siiK'.e we ju^et in to town so seldom. It is a thirty four mile drive and news 
such as tl.-ls is indeed gratifying. We are extremely plensed to learn of this i'?gis- 
Jation to expand an<l make ponnanent the YCC profrrani. 

This week (nuU- our pro^rraii) in its sixth week with only two move weeks to 
fco. We each personally feel ' 't we here at Indian Creek can ^^ive some sound and 
valuaWc inform lUion al>ont the YCC ■pro^?ram, especially residential programs 
such as ours. " 

First, let us li 11 you in on some of the facts about our program here ; 

1. This is a Coed Group .made up of ten ^als and ten j?uys and five staff. 

2. This is a residential camp where ah fncilities had to be hewu out of 
the wilderness -u ca f roi.: the bottom up by ^ he enrolees and .staff. 

3. Botli the base camp ^o^'^vatiou 9300 I't.) and the high camp (elevation 
11,200 feet) were planned and enveloped by the participau s. At base camp- 
a i)ornianent base — the yout!i 1101.""^! to .mild tent platforms for nil living 
quarters, including mess hall, storage teres and shower. They helped develop 
and maintain a water system, shower .sys.tem and laundry facilities. They 
are responsible for the planning and cooking of all meals— and what good 
meals! I They liav(» built a retTeational area, eoologically sound paths jin<l 
cleaned up an area which wns a lumbering mess. 

4. Since we are 240 miles from Denver,' no one goes home until the pro- 
gram is over— unle.ss one is ill of course. So far we have had no losses of 
enrollees or stnfT and feel strongly there will i)e none. 

5. riach participant is earning 10 hours of high school credit beside* his 
or hei^work on BMI i)r(Ooets, dning grouj) and personal' cnmp clion;s. 

6. Tlie youth have s(>t up activities for relaxation, such as, check(?r. chess, 
volley ball and dart tournaments. 

Several of Mh» youth (Mimmentod that they would like to write a iwrsonal note 
to you so we stalT meinliers will add our impressions and leavt? the rest up to 
them. 

Of the several youth programs which tliis staff has participated during our 
. teaching careers we have never found a more .stimulating and meaningful experi- 
ence — to both the youth and to ourselves— as we have found in this XCC Program. 

In these past weeks we have seen these youth mature in attitudes toward 
work, toward one niiother and towards themselves.

Seeing 
the youth in action, what they have done, what they are doing and what still 
needs to be d07ie would do far more to convince each of you about the importance 
of passing bill, S. 1871 than anything we can say here. 

If any of you could come, just let us know and we will meat you in Gunnison 
and the youth will take it from there. . - " 

We sincerely hope and pray that the United Stntes Senate does not sell our 
youth .short. These young men and women have great potential *if we but give 
them the right kinds of opportunities. They are our future .and our greatest 
resource. 

We do want to thank those who nmde it possible for ns to be a part of this 
.pilot YCC program and please believe us when we say — you did not waste your 

money or your time in this key endeavor.
